Having grouped 
lending, welfare,

bureaus; and the thing that is causing 
'.ho row is the suggestion that the 
forest Service may be taken oul of 
the Department of Agriculture and 
placed in the Interior Department— 
along, it is'hinted, with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce's Bureau of Fish- 
cries. 


Involved in the row are not merely 


the usual bureaucratic elements which 
can be counted on to raise a howl 
whenever the cstiblished order 
is 


tampered with, but also some highly 
important business interests which 
fear thai the transfer' would work to 
their disadvantage. 


Rivalry Is Heated 


A year ago the same transfer was 


in the wind. At that time the Forest 
Service People objected strenuously 
to the change, however, were the ob- 
jections from the lumber and grazing 
people of the west. 
All that was 


actually proposed at that time was 
the changing of the name of the Inter- 
ior Department to the -Department 
of Conservation; but it was taken for 
granted that if this happened it would 
be followed by transfer of the For- 
est Service, and although the name- 
changing bill passed the Senate it 
was allowed to die in the House. 


Complicating the proposition is the 


fact that some of the sharpest rivalry 
in the whole government service is 
thai which exists between the Forest 
Service and the National Park Ser- 
vice of the Interior Department. 


As the names imply, Forest Ser- 


vice has charge of 
tho 
national 


forests and Park Service has charge 
of tho national parks. Practically all 
of 
the 
national parks 
arc 
cither 


surrounded entirely by national forests 
or arc 
bordered 
by them. 
Each 


outfit rangers, it own foresters, its 
own fire-fighters—and 
its own set 


of rules and regulations. 


Lumber companies may not touch 


the trees in the national parks. In 
the national forests, however, lumber- 
ing is permitted, under careful re- 
gulation. Commercial grazing is not 
permitted in national* parks but it 
(under 
regulation) 
in the 
forests 


Water power in the national parks 
is not available to exploitation bul 
is in the forests. 


The bupsiness interests which have 


permits to use .these resources in the 
national forests fear thai if Ihc trans- 
fer is made, the same sort of rules 
which now govern the national parks 
will eventually^;, govern (he nationa 
forests; thai 'ri%,,lumber or gracing 
will be allowed and wlhal the *svatei 
resources will be withdrawn Trom 
public use. - Naturally enough,- .they

Nor docs the Forest Service like 


tho idea. 
The rivalry between the 


two organizations is something like 
that which infects the enlisted per- 
sonnel of the navy and the marine 
corps. 
It extends all the way to the 


rangers and firefighters out in the 
field. 
Consequently when tho shift 


is mentioned it is inevitable that a 
certain amount of pressure is put 
on Congress to prevent it. 


If the-transfer does go through, 


Secretary Harold Ickes will have gone 
a long way toward making the In- 
terior Department a department of 
conservation—whether the name is act- 
ually changed or not. 
, 


Ickes' theory is that the department 


ought to be primarily a department 
[or the physiial administration and 
Husbanding, of the nation's physical 
resources. 
If the idea of conservat- 


011 is 1o be developed, he feels, there 
ought to one government official ac- 
countable for it, so that responsibility 
for any failure of conseuvation any- 
where could immediately be placed 
on one person. 


The reorganization steps already tak- 


en have helped him indirectly, in 
that they have lopped off a couple 
of non-conservation activities from his 
department. The Office of Education 
has been lifted out and given to the 
new Federal Security Agency, and the 
responsibility for managing and pani- 
toring public buildings has been hand- 
ed to the Federal Works Agency. 
If ho gets the Forest Service, he will 
practicably have his long-dreamed-of 
department of observation. 


But before he gets it there is line- 


ly to be a protracted row. 


One queer factor is that the Forest 


Service was orginally a part of the 
Interior Department. 
It was trans- 


planted to Agriculture under President 
Taft, and has remained there ever 
since.

They have 1292 cases 
every year or almost seven cases for 
every 200,000 people, 


There are 22 states in which vaccin- 


ation , is not compulsory. These 22 
states have a population of 44,387,000 
people.- They have 6043 cases per year 
or about 28 cases, for every 200,000 
people. 


Certainly this should indicate the 


?mportance of compulsory Vaccination 
as a means of preventing smallpox. 


Smallpox is a foul disease, Once it 


was so frequent that the rare person in 
any community-was the one without 
scars on his face from this disease. 


Today it is rare to see a person'with 


such scars. They must be taken as a 
manifestation of ignorance or stupidity 
either on the part of the person con- 
cerned or on the part-of those respon- 
sible for him. 


About 10 to 14 days after a person 


has been exposed to smallpox he,has 
chills, high temperature, vomiting, 
aches and pains. 


The characteristic eruption appears 


about the'third day of the sickness. It 
consists of blisters and red spots. Each 
of the blisters becomes filled with an 
offensive infected material called pus.

$6,000 Loan Made

Bang's Disease Control

LITTLE ROCK, Ark.—(/P)—Gover- 


nor Carl E. Bailey caVrfe to the aid o! 
Arkansas' $40,000,000 livestock industry 
with a $6,000 loan from his emergency 
fund io bring about a resumption of 
the Bang's disease control program, 
discontinued Saturday. 


The government withdrew its forceS 


from the field Saturday due to failure 
of the state to match the federal con- 
tribution and a committee of stock- 
men appealed to Bailey for help. 


The 58,000 will be used to carry oh 


the program until Juno 30, end of the 
fiscal year. Shortly before that date, 
Bailey indicated he would transfer a 
balance of about $20,000 in the emerg- 
ency fund for the same use. 


Dr. A. W. Rice, inspector tat the 


United States bureau of animal hus- 
bandry, advised Bailey that the ad- 
vancement of the state founds would 
re-establish the program: immediately;.

would be sufficient to carry on for the 
next two months on the basis of $10 in-, 
demnity payments to owners of diseas- 
ed cattle who separate them from their 
herds.

on New Beer Tax 


Its 
Constitutionality Is 


Challenged in Suit at 


Little Rock 


LITTLE ROCK^-M5)—Constitutional- 


ity of Act 310 of 1939, commonly re- 
ferred to as the Nyberg consumers 
sales tax law applying to.sales of beer 
and whisky, was attacked and an in- 
junction asked to prevent its en- 
forcement in a suit filed in Pulaski 
chancery court Wednesday. 


The Nyberg law provides an in- 


crease of 53.50 a barrel in the, tax on 
beer wholesalers, making the total tax 
$5 per barrel. It also places an ad- 
ditional three per cent tax on the 
wholesale price of liquor. 


Under the act, beer retailers may 


pass on the tax by charging an ad- 
ditional one cent per bottle of 12- 
ounce glass of beer. Liquor stores may 
charge an additional two per cent.
